Tho lengthy Ottawa dispatcli we 
publislied yosterday cohtniiis a singu- 
lar editorial from the Toronto Globe, 
which cannot bo allowed to pass here 
without corauiunt. The articles starts 
out with the aasortiou that this Pro- 
vinco will feel aggrieved unless an at- 
temptismadetokeepfaithwithher. Due 
prominence is given to the resources 
of the country that will be stimulated 
by the Einory-Savona railway, and the 
calculation is made that if one liundred 
thousand people wore to settle in Brit- 
isU Columbia the Dounnion would re- 
ceive from thorn a revenue sufficient 
to pay the interest on tho oxpcnclitura 
The irritation of tlio people of this 
Province in consequence of unfuUlllod 
pledges is regarded as natural; and the 
importance of the overland lino is ad 
mitted. Tho Province is referred to 
as a fine oiie) tho people as not un- 
reasonable in their demand. The 
Globe then , launches ad misej-ecordiam 
into nn rippeal to British Columbia 
to be in no hurry to see railway work 
commenced ; to exercise patience ; to 
wait until revenue and expenditure 
balance. To have mercy, as it were, 
on tho finances of the Dominion, and not 
crowd them by insisting upon tlie early 
construction of the Einory-Savona line. 
It will be observed that the O'lobe does 
not propose to limit L'X[)eucliturc onst 
of the mountains. The tremendous 
undertakings there are to be continued 
until the Rocky Mountains have been 
reached by rail and the agricultural 
resources of the Northwest placed with 
in the grasp of the coast. No one in 
]Manitoba or the Northwest is asked to 
have patience and not to crowd the 
Dominion. It is only the Pacific 
Province that is expected to "wait a 
little longer and we'll all take a ride' 
in the cars. No other Province is 
asked to be magnanimous; to have con 
sideration for tho finances of tho Do- 
minion, or to postpone tho day of pros 
perity by discounting her present 
prospects. Columbia alono is ofJered 
up us a sacrificial lamb. Now, public 
opinion here says that Britisb Colum 
bia has waited already too long for the 
commencement of railway work. She 
bided nine years for a railway that 
was to have been commenced in two and 
completed in ten years after tho date 
of' OonfederatioQ, and if tho Glob: 
draws on Columbia's stock of patience 
tHe drafts will be dishonored. The 
stock is entirely exhausted, and no 
amount of "tafty" however thickly laid 
on by globular hands will replenish it. 
Fortunately, the dispatches a-ssert that 
Ottawa ministers say that British Cot 
umbia will not be asked to wait one 
liour for the fulfilment of her ardent 
hopes and aspirations. 

BRITISH TliOOPS IN A FRICA. 

Our readers will recoUeck the publi- 
cation, a month or two back, in the 
Daily I'elegrapli, of a very sen.sational 
account of the conduct of the British 
troops in Trans\-aaL The writer of 
the article was Dr. Russell, the well- 
known correspondent, and he gave an 
appalling description of the state of 
things in tho colony, where ho stated, 
the landrosts and other local magis- 
trates had sent on reports setting fortli 
the "outiages" which tho residents 
have bef.'n subjected to at the hands of 
the soldiers. He referred to acts of 
house-breaking, burglary, assault, and 
robbery, and altogethei' would havohad 
us believe that our troops were acting 
little bettor than brigands. Sir Gaknet 
WoLSELEV was at once appealed to on 
tiif) subject, and his reply, in the form 
of an official clis[)atcli, has just been 
published. Point by point he refutes 
t ie Doctor's .statements. lie forwards 
the" official reports of the landroats, 
who, without exception, speak highly 
of the conduct of tlio military, and he 
states that the total number of cases of 
crime committed by his troops in the 
Transvaal up to the date of Dr. Rus- 
sell's letter was only seven, while only 
two complaints of any kind against the 
men had, been made by any of the local 
authorities. This refutation of Dr. 
Russell's accusations is, we think, com- 
plete. The Daily Telcyraph at any 
rate has wnsLetl its hands of th(? mat- 
ter, and has left its corresiiondent to 
settle the matter with tlie Government 
by himself. What reply he can make 
to Sir Garnet's dispatch remains to be 
seen.

GERMANY, 
Beulin, April 8. — Tho parliamen- 
tary circles consider it certain that the 
Bundesrath will reconsider the bill 
passed by that body imposing imperial 
stamp duties and agree with the views 
of Bismarck. A statement that l^is- 
marck tendered his resignation throe 
days ago and that upon tho Emperor's 
refusal to accept it bo tendered it again 
on the ground of ill-health is uiifound- 
ed. 

LoXDO.N, April 8. — Tho I'lnitf, Ber- 
lin special says on all hands it is not 
for a moiuent doubted that Bismarck 
will succeed in carrying his point, In 
the interview to which he was sum- 
moneil by the Emperor he doubtless 
heard enough to induce him to with- 
draw his resignation, while its said 
tho wrath of Bismarck will not be 
wholly appeased without the sncrilieo 
of certain liigli officials.

To fhe lion, the SpeaJcer and 'Members of 
the Legislative Ai-seniMy: 
Wo, the undersigned, tlie Mayor and 
Councillors for the City of Victoria, re- 
spectfully call the attention of j'our htni- 
orable House the Legislative Assembly 
of the Province of British Columbia, to 
the non-fulfilmeni by the Dominion Gov- 
ornment of the railway obligations to this 
Province. 

It k anjatter of histoi-y that the default 
of the Dominion of Canada to carry out 
the Terms of Union led to an appeal by 
British Columbia to the Imperial Gov- 
ernment in the year 1874. Tliat Lord 
Carnarvon, Her' Majesty's Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, before arbitrating 
on the diflerences between the Dominion 
and British Columbia, obtained the con- 
sent of both Oovernnionts to accept his 
decision "without any question ordunuir. " 

That acting upon that agreement, Lord 
Carnarvon, after a most careful and ex- 
haustive considerotion of the cases present- 
ed by both Governmt-nta, made an award, 
tha first condition being "that tlio railway 
from Esquinuilt to Nanaimo be commenc- 
ed as soon as possible, ntul cnmplctod 
with all practicable dispatch." 

That "the immediate con.structiou of Uio 
short line on Vancouver Island was in 
conformity with the p;evioiisly expressed 
wish of the Dominion Govornmont in its 
minute of Council approved by the Oov- 
ernor-Oenoral, 17th Sept., 1874." 

That the Dominion Government ap- 
proved of the Carnarvon Term.s on the 
18th December, 1874, and acknowledged 
that the conclusion at which his Lordship 
had arrived "uphold the policy attoiJiecl 
by it." 

That notwith.standing that over live 
years have elapsed since the settlement 
was made, no construction has been com- 
menced as agreed upon. 

That the failuro of tlio l)niiiliiioii (lov- 
ernment has been of incalculable injury

Another blow is about to bo struck 
at the Royal Marriage Act, if we may 
trust the rumors which reach us of the 
betrothal of Prince Leopold, the young- 
est ^on Qt Queen Victoria, to tho most 
bfillisijit* beatlty and greatest heirf«s of 
the current season in London, ^li.ss 
Frances Evelyn Maynard, the oldest 
daughter of the late Hon. Charles 
Maynard, son and heir of the last Vis- 
count Maynard of Essc.v, who pro- 
deceased his father in January, 1865. 
Lord Maynard, a descendant of the 
great lawyer, died three months after 
his son, when his titles became ex- 
tinct, and hia great estate pas>ied to his 
eldest granddaughter, the young lady 
who is now said to be engaged to 
Prince Leopold. Miss Maynard has 
just entered her nineteenth year, and 
on iiei' presentation at a recent draw- 
ing room held by tho Queen she seems 
to have taken London by storm, not 
oaly by her extraordinary beauty but 
by a grace and stateliness which are 
not always the leading characteris- 
tics o£ British debutantes. The fash- 
ionable chroniclers went into ecstasies 
over tho way in which she made her 
"curtsoy to the Queen," an operation 
which is very apt to disconcert the 
most self-possessed of young women 
when it has to be performed in a robs 
with a sweeping train and under the 
concentrated stare of n small regiment 
of her sister women. Sho is .said also 
to bo as accomplished and amiable as 
she is lovoly and graceful, and as she 
comes into estates valued at £30,000 a 
year, the rents of which have been ac- 
cumulating for her over .since her 
grandfather's death in 1S65, it must 
be admitted that Queen Victoria 
might do worse for her only bachelor 
son than to provide him with 
such a bride. Miss Maynard's mother, 
who i.s a grand-daughter of tho ]>uko 
of Grafton of the time of Junius; mar- 
ried after Mr. Maynard's doatli the 
present Earl of llo.sslyn. High Com- 
missioner to tho General Assembly of 
Scotland, who represented Queen Vic- 
toria at tho first marriage of King Al- 
fonso of Spain. This now alliance with 
the aristocracy less than forty years 
after the House of Lords solemnly in- 
yalidatod the marriage of the Duke of 
Sussex to Lady Augusta Murray, ought 
to make the bones of George III. rattle 
in their vault. The Royal Marriage 
Act pas.scd in 1772 \h still the law of 
the land, howevei, and as Prince Leo- 
pold is now in his twenty-seventh year 
lie falls under the operation of the 
clause rcfpiiring the consent of Parlia- 
ment to his nuptials. Fortunately for 
Miss ilaynard the Prince is reputed to 
be one of the most estimable and intel- 
ligent of his race, and fortunately for 
the tax-payers of England it will hard- 
ly be necessary to vote an income for 
his bride. — N. Y. World.
